Wad swo rth, o ne o f the Dix o n at­ 
to rney s rep resenting Bu rto n 22 
y ears ago , that co nferences d id 
take p lace between the o ther at­ 
to rney , Ro bert L. Bracken and 
the late Ju d ge Dix o n and that 
Wad swo rth had threatened to en­ 
ter a p if-a o f temp o rary insanity 
as a d efense fo r Bu rto n, bu t d id 
no t d o so becau se the lawy ers 
were p ro mised that Bu rto n wo u ld 
receiv e a life sentence if he p lead ­ 
ed gu ilty .”

roundings is part of the therapy. 
Some of these patients will never 
be able to return “ hom e.” 


Many persons with minor and 
m ajor personality problems come 
in contact with ministers, lawyers, 
police, court officials and school 
personnel and the flow' of infor­ 
mational 
know-how' 
which 
can 
come to those working in these 
capacities or with these agencies 
from a mental health center en­ 
ables them to m ore understand­ 
ing^ deal with the m entally trou­ 
bled. 


Finally the preventative aspect 
of a community mental health 
program is put in practice by 
providing guidance to m inisters, 
school people, lawyers and the po­ 
lice by sensitizing them to be 
better able to detect the sym p­ 
toms of mental illness in the so­ 
cial behavior of an individual. 


This is accomplished through 
sem inars conducted by the men­ 
tal health center staff or guid­ 
ance given individually by clinic 
staff personnel.

Them pro grams o f agri­ 
cultural research and educatio n 
hav e co ntributed greatly to ward 
this end. 
it do es no go o d to hav e 
research unless y o u hav e the edu­
